Albgators In Florida,

Alligatora of all sizes up to twelve feet
long abound In the lakes nnd rlvers of
Florlda. They are to be seen In summer
swimming slowly along, with thelr heads,
and often their whole back; out of the
water, Here, in the lake replon, they
have been very much shot down, and
have greatly decreased in numbepra within
the last three years. Though there are
otill plenty to be teen on a warm day,
they are very wary, and it is seldom one
can get within elghty yards of them be-
fore they elnk, There are always plenty
of tracks to be seen along the shores, but
I bave only onece found ome on dry
land, and that was In the woods, more
than 300 yards from the nesreat water.
One evening, just before dark,
Itrod on what I at frst thought was a
snake; but seeing it was an aligator about
two feet long, I caoght it by the tall,
when it made a vicions snap at my hand,
snd to judge from its small sharp teesth,
might have glven a nasty bite if I had not
droppad it, They are very partial to
dogs and plgs, and some people eay to ne-
groes, but I have never heard of any one
being killed by them. Last spring a man
told me that, when wading out to a small
island In one ¢f the Inkes near this, an
alligator about elght feet long rushed at
him; he fired both barrels of his gun at it
and fled without walting to see the resnlt.
A large one used to live In a pond near
my house, and on one ocoaslon left the
water In pursult of two oehildren
who bad gone there to get water and
followed them up the bank to the
edge of the ecrubwhich borders the pond.
This may bean exaggeration, but I know
for certain that nothing could induce the
small boya to draw water there again.
Some time after that, a large alllgator waa
killed between the pond and Lake Har-
rls, probebly the same one, who, finding
the pond falllng rapidly from the long
drought, determined to meek pastures
new. The distanca Detween the pond
and Lake Harris 18 a qnarter of a mile.
The only way to hunt alligators with an
chance of success Is to go on a dark, still
night, three or more in a boat. One man
pits In the bow with a baollseye lantern
fixed on his hat to shine on thelr eyes and
armed with a rifle or a shotgun, Number
two sits close behlnd him with a
harpoon, snd number three paddles
the boat  along near shore
as noiselessly as possible,e No one
speaks, as they are aufpoud to be able
to hear the least whisper. When the
man with the lantern ‘‘shines” one, he
directs the paddler by sigas, and the
boat Is sent steadlly toward it, and a bul-
let or a charge of buckshot is sent orash-
Ing through its head from as short range
a8 possible. Number two then takeasthe
gun snd bands him the harpoon, which
he drives In the alllgator before It sinks.
It s then hauled alongside and the head
Ia taken to be afterward burled and al-
lowed torot till the teeth fall vut. They
are good ivory and make good ornaments
when well mounted. When harpooned
before they are quita dead, they will
sometimes give a little play; but, as the
range s 5 close’ it 18 almost Impossible
to miss, and after a shot they are gener-
ally too sick to do more than splash with
their tails till all in the hoat are soaked.
A greatdeal depends on the man who
pa&dleu,fcr If ho does not makea straight
conrse—a difficult thing todo In an un-
wieldy flat bottomed boat.-and,if the light
Is taken ofl the eyes for @ second, or the
lenst splash is made, the alligator will go
down. There are lots of emall ones from
a foot and a half to two feet long, and
thelr eyes shine just as large and bright
ns one twelve feet. I know nothing
more annoying than to find, jost as one
Is golng to fire, that the object of your
ambltion Is abount the slze of an ordinary
pike, One night last sommer I saw
sbout twenty In two hours, and on  get-
ting close found they were not worth the
powder and shot. I have heard that
they fight a good deal with each other
and that the old ones eat the young,
They are often found with only three
legs and semotimes minas halt the tail.
Last summer I found what I supposed to
be on alligator's neat In & belt of palmetto
scrub near a large pond. It was a moond
some twelve feet round and one foot
high In the mlddle, It had been broken
into Erabnbly by aaskunk, and blta of
eggahell were scattered all round. The
shell grut]{' resembled that of the
turtle's egg, but were coarser. To jnige
from the tremains, the eggs must have
been nearly a8 large as the swan's,

retain all thelr soclal and religious forms
and coremonies. They have thelr sor-
ocerers, repudiate all relatlonship on the
father's side, and live generally aa they
dld under the rale of the Rasalan, There
are mansels and specles of fish In Alsskan
waters which have strong and sometimes
fatal toxlo qualitios If eaten, which they
frequently are.  Slckness always followa
tuch Indulgence, and It waa no ancom-
mon thing, when I llved in Alaska, to
sce an entlre Kolosh vlllage suffering
from 1its effects. It ia this traditlon opon
which the bellef In the evil apirits
who live in the water and spread
slcknees and  disease among the
people Is founded. They profess to
hold communication with thess apirlis
through thelr sorcerers, but they offer
them no sacrificen and nse no means to
Tmpltiate them. Marrlage among theso
ndiany {s a pecollar institution; in faot,
there la no marrlage—simply the taking
of wives, Whena young Indian wants
o wife he goes to his mother and tells her
so, If she glves her consent he goes to
where the lady of his heart Is cooped np
in her father's house, taking his best
friend with him. Through the latter he
sends word to hls inamorata that he is
vear and wonld wed. 1f she has a lean-
Ing toward the sultor she returns word to
him by tho friand that she Is 1nclined o
joln her Intorests with his. He then
takes presents to her and her parents,
and having delivered them enters at opce
Into the possession of his bride. There
are no further ceremonies, except that a
day later the conple must visit her rela.
tlves, and If she then has no complaint to
make to them about her husband, they
ate given presents and the wedding Is
over. This may be repeated Indefinitely,
until and Indlan may become as well-to-
doin wives ns & Mormon elder. Polyga-
my was practiced even by the eo called
Chrlatian tribes when I lived in the terrl-
tory, and thelr evolution must have been
rapld, from what I remember of them, if
they have abandoned the practice,
“Dried salmon ia the luxury of the
Alaskan Indisns, and the children begin
to nibbie it befors walking. The way
they brlng ap children out there would
hardly sult In this region. The mother
carrles her child about from the time it
Is born antil it is able to creep, no mat-
ter where she goes, Until that time she
keeps it wrapped In e sort of fur sack.
The moment the young one shows a dis-.
position to crawl she yanks the far off it,
and then begins the building up of 1its
constitution, This Ia done by giving it a
souse in the sea or river every morning,
and the chorus of yells that greets every
village during this interesting ceremony
is something terrlfic The cries of the
yonng ones are ?lteoun. and, for fear
that thelr maternsl breasts might not be
proof againat these appenls for mercy.
and thus fall to (do their duty for thelr
offapring, the mothers do not perform
this bathing rite themselves, but dele-
gato some brother or sister to do the
donsing, These consclentious aonts and
uncles vary the switch with the bath, in
valn attempts to make the one overawe
the nolay results of the other,

“There s one thing noticeable among
these half-clvillzed tribes, and Ia oredit-
able withal, Thelr old and dlsabled
members are oarefully attended to, and
orphans become a common charge and
fare the same as the most favored child-
ren with living parents. Thess Indiana
are orlginal cromationists. Thelr dead
sra burned as soon as death ensues; thelr
ashes sre Interred on the epot, and a
rude monument erected over them,
They have crude ideas of immortallity,
belleving that a man has a splrit that
lives forever, but they know nothlng of
future rewards and punishments. Thelr
heaven ina place where the spirits of

then left the spot rcluctantly. That
night, by the way, 1 had beaver meat for
supper, went o bed on beaver skins,
and coverad mysclf with beaver furs,
and had beaver again for broakfast. 1
had never eaten beaver meat before, and
1 found it good. My guide tuld me that
the lake where we had seen the beaveras
was one of a chaln of seven, and that it
was the great Indian trapping place.
They trapped In one lake one year, in
snother the next, and so on, thus giving
the beavers an opportanity to increaee in
the waters which were not disturbed.
One of the other cur.onas sights [ eaw
that day was a grizzly bear fishing for
aslmon. That was a funny slght. They
have the common brown bear and the
grizzly in Alaika, and the Alsska grizzly
Is bigger than his brather of the flocky
mountalns and. just as tough, Lobng be-
fore we came to the epot where we saw
the grizzly fishing we saw his tracks in
the soft margin of the lake, The marke
of his feet measured sixteen Inches across
and wera nearly twloe aa long. Sudden-
ly my guide made me o eign and drop
ped down behind arock. I did the
snme, and, looking ahead not more than
three rode, I eaw the largest wild animal
1 had ever seen in my llfe outside of a
managerle. 1 knew It was a grizzly.
The great brate was lylng on  the top of
s bank in which he had scooped out a
chute down to the water's edgeat »
sharp angle., The bear's eyes was fixed
intently on the water, and he had mnot
heard our approach. Presently he slld
down that chute with astonishing velocity
and plunged head first Into the water.
When he arose and backed out he had in
one of his great paws an enormous sal-
mon, which he took to the top of the
bank and proceeded to make a meal of,
He never finished it for both my guide
and myse!f sent two rifle balla into his
gigantle carcans, He arose to his feet
with a roar like a llon, turned abount two
or three times as If to see whence the
deadly fire had come, and then fell {o
the ground and was soon dead. This
fithing for salmon is a common method of
securing cholce morsels of food by both
the common bear and the grizzly.

“The thied strange elght I saw that
day was towardevening, It was summer,
and we came to the mouth of a mountaln
torrent, near where we were tocamp, Aas
we stopped by the shore of the stream, a
herd of relndecr, at loast twenty of them,
came out todrink. They were not thirty
fect from us, and raised their great antlors
andstood looking at us with such apparent
contidence In our good Intentions that
1 would not permlt the guide to abuse it,
ashe was on the polnt of doing, slthoogh
it was a bilter task for hlm tokeep bis
rifle from his shoulder. The deer finally
stooped and drank, and then dlsappeared
in the woods as quletly as they had come
upon us,

“You wouold herdly think there were

Bhipment of Pacitic Frult,

San Francisco Call,

A thorough Investigation of the ehip-
ment of oranges east showa that the
roads are fafrly well satisfied with the
amount «f traflic done In that line.
About forty cara of oranges have gone to
St. Liouis and Chicago. The rate is §1to
the furmer and $1.25 per hundred to the
latter, An intelligent rallroad man ex-
pressed his oplnton of the trade In
ornnges and the effect of the reduction In
rates a8 follows:

“‘In the first place,” he sald, *the
shipment ot such a large quantlty of
orapges to the east has kept up the prices
of orangen in {his state. Oranges have
been dear here all the sesson. 1 do not
think California growers can compete
with Florida growers and keep up the
prlce at the high figure of this season.
Florida oranges can be put down in Ohl-
cago cheaper than California oranges,
even at the present reduced tarlff. And
[ can inform you that the §20 a ton for
freight does not more than pay the roads
in the Transcontinental Assoclation for
the transportation, Orange-growers do
not like to hear these opinions and do
not often credit them, but I have formed
them fcom a purely railroad standpolnt,
and I think I am mors dislnterested in
the matter than the growers.”

The above opinion is worthy cf consld-
eration, At any rate, Oalifornia oranges
have made thelr way remarkably well in
the east this year. The 400 car-loads
that have been sent to St. Louls end Chl-
cago and other points are not much more
than a sample. But the sample has at-
tracted agreat deal of attention, and has
prepared the market for a mach larger
demand. The increancd demand for Cal-
i'urnia oranges will do much to keep up
the prlce to the present profitable figuree.
The rallroad llnes say that they stand
ready to improve the service in trans-
porting frult if the growers make heavy
shipments, If fifteen or elghtcon car-
loads of fruit were nhlf:pod a day to
Ohicago better rates could be given. But
what wonld be the effvet of lanaing fif-
teen or eightoen car-loads of frult in the
Chicago market In = siggle day? It
mlght break the price snd prove more
disastrous to the shippers to send much
froit at choap rates than less frult at
higher rates. The companies have made
